REPORT OF PROGRESS MADE IN THE ORGANIZATION OF COLORED 
ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS LEAGUES. 


By C. P. Wertenbaker, Surgeon, United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service. 


The Public Health Reports of May 28, 1909, contained a proposed 
lan for the organization of Colored Anti-Tuberculosis Leagues. 
his plan contemplated the organization of a State league in each 

State, with a branch in every colored church. 

One of the special features of the plan was the certificate of mem- 
bership to be given to each member. This certificate is large, being 
16 by 21 inches in size. On it is printed information relative to the 
cause, prevention, and cure of tuberculosis, and other information 
for the prevention of disease. 

The proposed plan has met with general approval. There have 
been five State leagues organized thus far, and great interest is 
being manifested by the negroes, health officers, and others. 

The movement was indorsed by the last conference of State and 
Territorial boards of health, as follows: 

Whereas tuberculosis is specially prevalent among the colored people of the coun- 
try, threatening not only their own race with decimation, but constituting a serious 
menace to the whites with whom they come in contact; and 

Whereas the United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service has devised 
the best scheme yet suggested of meeting this problem by the organization of State 
= Anti-Tuberculosis Leagues, with branch leagues in all colored churches:

Resolved, That the conference indorses the plan of campaign and urges its members 
within whose jurisdiction it is a practical question to promote as far as possible its 
inauguration and success. 

The State leagues that have been thus far organized are, in their 
order of organization, as follows: 

Georgia—President, R. R. Wright, president of the State Industrial 
College for Colored Youth, Savannah, Ga. 

Louisiana—President, Dr. J. H. Murray, Patterson, La. 

Mississippi—President, Dr. D. W. Sherrod, Meridian, Miss. 

North Carolina—President, James B. Dudley, president of the State 
Agricultural and Mechanical College for the Colored Race, Greens- 
boro, N.C. 

Virginia—President, Major Moton, commandant of cadets, Hamp- 
ton Institute, Hampton, Va. 

At a recent meeting of the National Association of Colored Teachers 
at Asheville, N. C., a committee consisting of one representative from 
each of twelve States was appointed to urge the organization of such 
leagues in their respective States, and the prospects are that quite a 
number of States wil! soon be organized. 
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It is expected that these leagues will operate in conjunction with 
the State and local health officers, to their mutual benefit. A “work- 
ing plan”’ for the use of these leagues, advising them as to the details 
of the work, is being prepared and will be published later.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Foster reports, June 21 and 28: . 

Week ended June 19. No bills of health issued. During the 
week 1 case of cholera occurred in Amoy city and 2 cases with 1 
death at Kang Thau, a village on Amoy Island about 4 miles from 
the city of Amoy. No cases of cholera have been reported from the 
interior of the Province. 

There were 107 deaths from plague and 7 deaths from smallpox in 
Amoy. 

Week ended June 26. One bill of health issued from this oflice. 

June 21 the British steamship Loong Sang, with 53 in the crew and 
no passengers, for Manila via Hongkong, was granted an original bill 
of health. The vessel was anchored in the stream while in port. No 
cargo or passengers were embarked at this port. 

During the week ended June 26 there were 3 deaths from cholera, 
103 from plague, and 12 from smallpox in Amoy.

Precautions at Shanghai to prevent ingress of rats into hulls of vessels. 


Doctor Ransom reports, June 17, in response to bureau inquiry 
of May 18: 

Vessels bound for American ports are not allowed to go alongside 
the wharves when loading, with the single exception of the French 
line around the world from Havre to San Francisco, and the exception 
is made in this case only because of the fact that these vessels carry 
very heavy structural iron cargo for Shanghai and the interior and 
it would be difficult if not impossible to lighter it. These vessels 

lace rat guards on all their lines as is required of all vessels taking 

ills of health from Shanghai for the United States, and adopt the 
other precautions previously reported. (See Public Health Reports, 
Feb. 5, 1909, p. 145.) 

A close supervision, while in this port, is kept over vessels bound 
for the United States. It not infrequently eee that no rat 
guards are found on the lines to lighters alongside the vessels, and in 
such cases the attention of the agents is drawn to the fact and a note 
of the omission is made on the bills of health. The lighters are fully 
as dangerous as the wharves, as during the time they are not in use 
or are undergoing the process of loading they often lie at docks where 
infected rats have been found, and the lighters themselves are not 
infrequently infested with rats. Their periodic fumigation has been 
suggested. 

Cargo in which rats might make nests is inspected. 

Loading in Shanghai is done as far as possible by daylight.
